In response to the election requirement, the Examiner required election 
among the following Species: 

1 ) a single disclosed chemically defined inhibitor of vascular endothelial 
growth factor-mediated vascular permeability; and 

2) a single specific route of administration e.g. 2a) intravenous infusion; or 
2b) intraarterial, or 2c) intracoronary method; or 2d) percutaneous administration; and 

3) a single specific ischemic type e.g. 3a) myocardial infarction, or 3b) 
stroke, or 3c) compartment syndrome, or 3d) post-pump syndrome; or 3e) angina; and 

4a) inhibitor of vascular endothelial growth factor-mediated vascular 
permeability is administered as part of the cardioplegia solution; or 
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4b) inhibitor of vascular endothelial growth faclor-medialecl vascular 
permeability is n_ot administered as part of the cardioplegia solution. 

In the Response filed January 8, 2008, Applicant elected Species 3A fa 
single specific ischemic type e.g. 3a) myocardial infarction"), with traverse. 

Subsequently, the Examiner informed Applicant that it would be necessary to 
select one species from each category. 

Applicant hereby elects as follows: 

1) SKI-606 (as a single disclosed chemically defined inhibitor of vascular 
endothelial growth factor-mediated vascular permeability); 

2) Intravenous infusion ( H 2a° - as a single specific route of administration); 

3) Myocardial infarction ("3a" - previously elected as a single specific 
ischemic type); and 

4b) inhibitor of vascular endothelial growth factor-mediated vascular 
permeability is not administered as part of the cardioplegia solution. 

Applicant requests reconsideration accordingly. 

Applicant's election is made without prejudice. As noted by the Examiner, 
upon the allowance of a generic claim. Applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to not more than a reasonable number of species in addition to the elected 
species, provided that all claims to each additional species are written in dependent 
form or otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 
37CFR 1.146. 

An action on the merits of all the claims and a Notice of Allowance thereof are 
respeclfully requested. 
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it is beli eved that no extension of time is required. If any extension of time is 
required, the Examiner is authorized to treat this as a conditional petition for an 
extension of time. Although it is not believed that any additional fee (in addition to the 
fee concurrently submitted) is required to consider this submission, the Commissioner 
is hereby authorized to charge our deposit account no. 04-1105 should any fee be 
deemed necessary.
